CIVIL ESTABLISHMENT REPLACES 
MILITARY GOVERNMENT. 


Acts in Violation of Rules of Warfare 
Forgiven—All Who Take Oath 
of Allegiance Will be 
Unmolested.

WASHINGTON, July 4.—On the Glorious 
Fourth of 1902, Theodore Roosevelt, Presi- 
dent of the United States, proclaims that 
peace prevails throughout the whole Phil- 
ippine archipelago. 

At the ‘same time hé promulgates orders 
ending military control in the Phillppines 
and placing the islands entirely under civil 
control. 

As the President takes this most impor- 
tant step he also proclaims that the United 
States are at peace with all the world. 

He issues a+ general order praising the 
officers and men of the United States army 
for the valuable and gallant services ren- 
dered in the Philippines and in Cuba, and 


thanking them for the work they have done. 
Though military -rule ends officially to- 


will remain to aid the civil authorities in 
the preservation of order. They will not be 
there as an army of occupation, but merely 
as peace officers—as policemen. 


War Declared 
At an End. 

The war, which has cost more than 4000 
lives of American soldiers and fully $250,- 
000,000 in money, and an appalling loss of 
life to the Filipinos, the full extent of which 
will never be Known, will be officially de- 
clared at an end. It will be treated as 
something which is past and gone. 
be relegated to history. By the President's 
proclamation ‘‘a full and yo ge pardon 
and amnesty’ is granted -to al) persons in 
the Philippine archipelago who have ‘‘par- 
ticipated in the insurrections. or who have 
given aid and comfort to persons partici- 
pating in the insurrections.” 

“Acts in violation of the laws of civilized 
warfare,’’ which have been committed by 
the Filipinos, are forgiven and ascribed to 
ignorance of those laws. 

All'ucts of treason or sedition committed 
in the past are forgiven, with the proviso 
that the pardon and amnesty does not 
apply to persons who committed crimes 
against the United States government since 

ay 1 in any province in which at the 
time civil government was established. 

There is one more important proviso—that 
every person who shall seek to avail him- 
self of the amnesty proclamation shall take 
oath that he recognizes and accepts the 
supreme authority of the United States of 
America in the Philippine Island and ‘‘wiil 
maintain true faith and allegiance thereto.

THEY SOUGHT HEAD HUNTERS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July 4—The Daily Express 
pu¥lishes the following from Singapore, 
dated July & 

“A terrible fate has overtaken an army 
of native soldiers in Sarawak, Island of 
Borneo, which bad been sent against the 
head-hunters in the interior. 

“An expedition consisting of 10,000 men 
was sent in 700 long boats up the Batang 
Lupar river. On the first night out the 
men in one of the hindmost boats were at- 
tacked by cholera, which quickly spread, 
until nearly all the vessels were affected. 
The men had been drinking the foul river 
water which was infected with cholera 
germs. | 

“On the second day the . ravages of 
cholera were even worse, hundreds of men 
lying in the boats dead or dying. 

“On the third night there were over 300 
deaths, and fifty of the boats were sent 
adrift. . 

‘Then the commander decided to return 
to headquarters, but before this was ac- 
complished the disease had claimed over 
2000 of the men and the banks of the Ba- 
tang Lupar river were strewn with dead 
and dying soldiers.”

Astronomers say that such a prolongation of the minimum 
period is almost always followed by violent outbreaks of solar 
energy. These are always accompanied by magnetic phenomena 
on the earth, the Aurora Borealis being generally a conspicuous 
feature of the dieplay. ‘ 

Of the real nature of these disturbances we know practically 
nothing. lieat and light are forms of energy with which we are 
all familiar, but other forms of radiant energy proceed from the 
sun which have not yet been explained. They are probably the 
regulators of our weather, and, it may be, connected in some 
mysterious fashion with volcanic eruptions like those of Felee 
and Krakatoa.

HIS HOUSEBOAT WAS ADRIFT 


SWIFT CURRENT WAS CARRYING 
IT DOWN TO DESTRUCTION. 


Edward Witfield Plunged Into the 
Mississippi, and Exhausted, Over- 
took the Craft in Time to 
Save Wife and Children. 


With his wife and children affoat on the 
muddy Mississippi in a drifting houseboat, 
unable to steer the cumbersome craft to 
shore, Edward Whitfield stood on the Iili- 
nols bank at Venice Thursday afternoon. 
Half a mile below he saw his houseboat, 
broken from its moortngs by the rising 
water, floating rapidly downstream, 

The fisherman had gone uptown to lay 
in supplies. His wife, just recovering from 
an illness, remained aboard the boat with 
the two children. 

Returning, Witfleld found his home gone. 
Even the little skiff which he used In row- 
ing about to attend to his lines was gone. 


The drifting household was going rapidly 
down the stream on the swift current. 
There was great danger of collision with 
a bride pier or a ferry boat or of entangle- 


ment in the floating drif.wood of § the 


freshet 

The fisherman believed he could overtake 
the craft by running along the shore. Once 
opposite he would swim out and overhaul 

er. 

But this plan presented unexpected diffi- 
culties. He found the sloughs full of back 
water and it was impossible for him to 
travel down the shore without making long 
detours inland. 

“There's nothing to do but to swim for 

‘ he said to himself. Taking off his shoes 
he plunged into the muddy water. 

With steady strokes the experienced 
riverman made fine progress. Swimming 
with the current, he was | able to go much 
faster than the boat, which was merely 
drifting. | 

He slowly but surely decreased the dis- 
tance between himself ang his family. As 
he swam steadily onward the houseboat 
grew gradually larger to his vision, 

Witfleld could see that the craft was 
nearing the piers of Eads Bridge. As he 
approached, now grown much fatigued by 
his efforts, he saw that his wife was try- 
ing to work the sweeps and steer the boat 
shoreward, but in her erfeebled condition 
she was unable to make headway. 

The man tried to shout ‘to his wife, noti- 
fying her of his approach, but his voice was 
too weak for her to hear. 

Witileld was so nearly exhausted that 
he made very slow progress toward the 
boat. For a time he thought the craft was 
gaining on him, but this was merely fancy. 

At last Mrs. Witfield saw her husband 
swimming and recognized him. She called 
encouragement and he responded weakly. 

But this gave him renewed strength. By 
one mighty spurt he increased his speed, 
and the intervening distance vanished. He 
was alongside the boat, but was too weak 
to climb aboard. 

Holding to cone of the sweeps, Mrs. Whit- 
field reached down and drew him in. He 
lay panting upon the deck for several min- 
utes before he was able to talk. The chil- 
dren, who had been badly frightened, were 
set at ease by the appearance of their 
father. 

After recovering his breath Witfield man- 
aged to steer the boat to the Illinois shore, 
landing at Sandy Hook, where he moored 
her fast. 

The Witfleld houseboat came down from 
Dubuque and has been tied up at many 
points. The mooring at Venice was made 
three months ago, at low water.

NEW YORK, July 4.—Louis Disbrow will 
not know his fate until next week, his. 
hearing having gone over the holidays . 
Thus far there has been: produred muéh | 
damaging evidence against him, the worst 
coming from his companion on a debauch | 
lezun a few hours after the disappear- | 
ance of Clarence Foster and “Din yple’ | 
Lawrence at Good Ground, Long Island. 

It was Disbrow’s own story of what) 
happened on the night Clarence and *‘Dim- 
ple’ were drowsed that his friend re- 
wales 

Ham W alton, the young man he took 
with him wher he fled from Good Ground, 
told it, and as, word by word, it was 
drawn from the slow witness. it secined 
to shed a new light on the mystery. 

Disbrow’s face, which all’‘day had heen 
steadily grow'’ng more serious, was very

grave when the story wis ended. 
Walton repeated just what Disbrow had 


when, 
sieep, he rose 
at Eastport. 

It was dragged from Walton 


from his bed in the hotel 


piecemeal. 


ask whether he should go oy and tell it 
all or not. 


Questioned Closely 

by a Lawyer. 

The district attorney took pains ‘that 
Walton left nothing untold. 

By dint of tireless questioning, he drew 
from him all that Disbrow had said in his 
midnight confession. It was the story. told 
in Disbrow's own words, of his going to 
drive with ‘“‘Dimple’’ Lawrence, who had 
been his sweetheart for a year, and of 
Foster's winning the girl from him 

There was a quarrel at Tunnell’s Hotel 
and Disbrow parted with Foster and Miss 
Lawrence in anger. 

While Disbrow, chagrined, went to his 
room, Foster and the girl had gone to an- 
other room in the hotel. Disbrow hignself 
had told Walton so. 

They had remained in the room a long 
time. leaving it littered with empty beer 
bottles and all topsy turvy. 

Then Foster went to Disbrow and made 
friends and Disbrow went with them tothe 
beach. There they had quarreled about the 
girl, who declared that she loved Foster, 
and Foster had choked Disbrow and thrown 
him down. 

‘‘He was too much for me,’’ 
Disbrow had told him. 

They got into a boat and went away. 
They said they were going away together. 

“And where did Disbrow say he went?’ 
asked District Attorney Smith. 

All eyes were turned on the flushed face 
of the slow young witness. 

“He didn't say,’ said Walton slowly. 


Where the 

Story Ended. 

“Ah, he ended his story there?’ said the 
significantly. 


Further than Disbrow’s own story went 
the district attorney could not go. 

What happened after the fight on the 
beach is all that remains of the mystery. 

Miss Pearsall had sworn that Disbrow 
came home that morning at daylight and 
left Good Ground a few hours later. 

The next that was heard of Clarence Fos- 
ter and ‘‘Dimple’’ Lawrence, their bodies 
were found in the bay near where Disbrow 
had told Walton he had fought with Fos- 
t 


er. 

Walton's story that Foster and Miss Law- 
rence went to the room together at Tun- 
nell’s Hotel was the first mention that has 
ever been made of the occurrence. 

Disbrow’'s face blanched when Walton re- 
peated what he had said about it. He 
seemed to realize that the circumstances 
furnished a powerful motive for the crime 
—the motive of goog Disbrow had con- 
fessed to Walton he liked the girl and had 
been going with Rer a year. 

Strength was lent to Walton's story by 
his manner of telling it and by the appar- 
ent corroboration given to it by Miss Pear- 
Ball's testimony. It dovetailed with her 
story of what had happened between Fos- 
ter and Disbrow perfectly. 

Lawyer —— threw discredit on Walton's 
testimony by showing that he had been 
convicted of stealin habness. 

Three witnesses flatly contradicted the 
coroner, who had sworn there were no 
bruisés on Foster's head. Each swore he 
saw one or more, and described the same 
in detail. 

One theory advanced today is that Dis- 
brow's defense will be the assertion of a 
pact to commit suicide, that Foster and 

Dimple” drowned themselves, but that he 
failed ‘o carry out his agreement.

CORN ABOVE THE AVERAGE. 


Secretary Ellis Says Prospects for Crop 
Are Excellent. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 4.—In the monthly 
crop report of the state board of agricul- 
ture, Secretary George B. Ellis states: 

OCorn—The condition of the corn crop is .99, 
which i# above any average reported in July 
for the past five years. The condition July 1, 
1901, was only .6. On July 1, 1900, it was .98, 
and the five-year average for July is only .83, 


or 16 points below what it is now. 

More than two-thirds of the crop was laid by 
June 30; some of it has not been plowed enough 
on account of wet weather, and some fields are 
uilte weedy. Considerable damage haa been 

ne on bottom lands by water, und unless the 
weatber is. most tavorable during the present 
month the present high condition can bardiy 
be maintained. Early fields are beginning to 
tassel, and the wet weather bas prevented ma- 
terial damnge from chinch bugs, which are re- 
ported gulite numerous in many places. 

Wheat,-One of the largest wheat cro in the 
history ef the atate hase been harvested in g 
condition generally, theugh in some few \locaii- 
ties there has been considerable damage from

; The wet weather of the last tew 

s cauged considerable damage, especially 

where the wheat was not well shocked, and 

along 6ome of the streams whole fields lave been 
swept away by the overtiow. 

Tue quality of the grain is pot 60 good as last 
year, average quality being .v¥2. Only a small 
portion of the crop has been stacked, and in 
some places thrashing has begun. Except in 
the southeast section, only a few localities re 
port a yield below 15 busbels per acre, and sev- 
eral correspondents report the average yield at 30 
bushels.
